The news from the fl joded diatriob of the 
Mainland yesterday was extremely meagre 
and unsatisfactory, tho telegraph wires be- 
ing down and all trains at a standstill at 
points along tho line. No mail haa either 
arrived or been dispatched to Eastern Can- 
adian points for a fall week, nor ia there any 
definite information aa to when letters can 
be got through. Mnil for eoatern Uuitod 
States cities was dispatched by the Sound 
steamer last evening, but aa the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern are as 
unfortunately situated as the C. P. R, 
by reason of the floods, ita passage 
through ia far from a certainty. The terminus 
of present telegraphic communication on 
tho Canadian Paclfio is at Mission junction, 
but beyond that point there are numerous 
breaks which enable only the most incom- 
plete information aa to the happenings along 
tho line to reach the ofScials. The fate of 
the Bevelatoke and Miaaion City bridges ia 
still unknown, and the track in many places 
is believed to ha carried away by the freshets, 
washoDta and alidea resuming from the re- 
cent rains and snbscquent inoreaae of tem- 
perature. Xhe Wb&toqm- express left Van- 
couver yesterday; 'but 'with only the liopo 
not the expectation' of^ getting through. 
The railway people are working night 
and |lay to ra-eatoblith connections 
but the oontinned rise of 'the waters effeotn- 
ally blocks their efforts in this direction. 
The Clinton and Kamloops assizes have been 
adjourned owing to the inability of the 
Crown officers to arrive from the coast, and 
traffio generally is absolutely dead. As yet 
no damage haa been done on the Island, and 
though tile rivers aro considerably swollen 
trouble is not anticipated. 

The greatest anxiety at Mission is aaid to 
be due to tho preaeuoo of innumerable logs 
and other obstructions which, horne down 
by the river with terrific speed, threaten the 
destruction of bridges, houses and all other 
structures in their course. The steamer 
Courser has been despatched to Mission to 
give assistanoe, and Captain Cooper will no 
doabt be able to greatly 

Aid the DIslrciied Besldent*. 

The British Colnmbia Dyking & Drainage 
Co.'s dykes are reported to be standing the 
strain splendidly, and still four feet above 
the water level. A musk rat made a hole at 
one place and a very small quantity of 
water passed through, but the watchman 
detected it and at once stopped tho hole. 
The Pitt meadow dyke not being tiniahed 
could not restrain the water, and tho mea- 
dows are const quently inundated. 

From Yalo it is reported that tho river is 
rising at the rate of three inches per hour ; 
already several of the railway bridges have 
been washed away between North Bend 
and Yale. The loss of these has caused a 
complete block in tho Eistern trallic. Tho 
obatruotiona at Griffin Lake were serious 
enough, and it has beeu found necessary to 
construct a new line past them, but the 
break down of theae bridges and of the 
Hatzio dyku must stop all traffic for some 
time to come. No mails are in the mean- 
time being received from or sent to any 
point higher up than CbilUwaok, which is 
reached by boat. The water mshing along 
tho canyon presents a magnificent, but 
awful sight. 

The water on Harrison lake has risen 
oonsiderably, is now over tho Hot Springs, 
and haa completely covered tho hotel baths. 
The hotel itself is surrounded by water, and 
to get to the different houses iu the vicinity 
boats have to be uaed. The water in Har- 
tisoa river have risen ten feet. The waters 
of the Fraser being so high have forced those 
of the Harrison back in an enormous volume, 
completely

The steamer Transfer made an attempt 
Monday to take provisions tt> the settlers 
shut off from supplies, bat the sloughs were 
BO full of water that the attempt had to be 
abandoned, 

Tho bridges over the Nicola river and 
Ruby creek are washed away, and extreme 
difficulty will be experienced in getting 
them up again, since, owing to the domoral- 
izition of Che railway service, caused by the 
floods thomselveB, it is altogether impossible 
to tako lumber up for the purpose of recon- 
Btruotion. Ac Hatzio tho water is thirty 
feet deep and rushing along with truly ter- 
rific velocity. The telegraphic wires are 
down everywhere ; no sooner aro they put 
up for a short distance than they aro down 
again before any use to apeak of can bo mado 
of them. Assistant Snperintendent Downie 
and Eaginoer Ducheanay are now in the 
Mission district endeavoring to fix things up 
a little,' The varlons mining companies on 
the Fraser fear that all their apparatus will 
be lost. Dr. McGuigan, Engineer Corrigan, 
Mr. E. liindsay Phillips and Mr. Sharpe, of 
Vancouver, who wont up to Prinoo Albert 
flats recently, aro unable to return, and it 
ia generally supposed that they are camping 
out in baokwoods fashion somewhere in that 
isolated region.

Hehasboon 
delayed thero Binoii Wednesday last, when 
trallic camo to a standstill, more oomplete 
than anything in tho history of the C.P.R 
Bolfe mado his way down oh an e'ngine 
brought with no llttio peril from Yale to 
Ruby Creek, where further progress by this 
meana was effectnally stopped, the massive 
bridge which had spanned the creek having 
been entirialy oarrled away. - They managed 
to implrovlse nieans^^of rdrosslog- the raging 
torrent^'andiresAhlhg^a stretch of 

track forttthately seour^d a railroad trioyole, 
on which they arrived at Agassiz . 

From there to Harrison river, fifteefi 
miles, they had to walk. Stoaring an ea'' 



gine at Bikrrison they rode to Hatzic Prairie, 
whore three hundred yurda of track was 
found to ba washed away and a groat force 
of men employed by thti C.P,R. in driving 
pilea on whiob toconati uct a temporary track, 
A raft waa tho only means of ferrsage occss 
thia break, and it was from this ruf j that the 
unfortunate mechanic McTavish was 
drowned yesterday. Tho remainder of the 
j'Ourney to Mission junction they had to 
walk, there being no locomotive on that 
isolated section of tho track. 

The public wharf at Miesion City started 
to-day on ita journey soawords, having 
been lifted bodily by the rising waters, but 
it was secured in time and towed back 
The Company have a large force of men 
and an ongin« hauling away masses of trees 
and debris oonstantly piling up against and 
menacing tho great bridge at Mission City, 
Rolfo reports the whole country one im 
mense lake, with roofs of ranohers' barns 
and dwellings studding the surface of the 
water, and general effeota, fence rails, im- 
plements and the bodies of cattle floating in 
all directions. The deablation is most com- 
plete. The crops of the' whole of this fer 
tile valley, for a distance of upwards of one 
hundred miles, are entirely destroyed, with- 
out a poBsibility of anything being done this 
season to bett«r their condition. 

The river is still rising and is now two 
feet above the highest mark known in the 
history of the oonntry. The breaches in 
dykes, which have been constructed at ioi- 
mense cost, aro widening, and it will be a 
work of years to repair damage in thia re- 
spect. 

A<i Cariboo water will not in ordinary 
course bo coming down in tho greatest 
volume for three weeks yot, thera is but 
faint hope of the flood materially subsiding 
for some time. The authorities of the rail- 
way appear to have given up hope of the 
reaumption of direct traffic at any date 
which can be definitely announced, and in- 
structions to this effect will probably be is- 
sued to-morrow. No expenao is being spared 
to provide temporary make shifts for the 
safe conveyance of paasengera and mails 
across the gaps, To-night the report cornea 
that several bodies ot ranohers have been 
found 

rioMlBx In tbe Streaoi, 
and it la feared that a large sacrifice of life 
will have to be added to tbe almost inciloul- 
able fiinanoial loss of the settlers. 

Urgent appeals are ' being made for aid to 
the settlers and steamers' with provisions 
and means of temporaray shelter are to be 
despatched at once. The ranchers and their 
skved effects will be conveyed to higher 
land. Evidences of tho floof^ aro presented 
to travellers by every vessel oataring tho 
straits of Georgia, and hundroda of railea 
from the flooded district the waters of this 
arm cf the sea are a deep mud color and 
littered with debiia driven by the resistless 
iotce of tho water down tho mountain sides 
and through the devastated valley. All 
railway trains arriving from the East during 
tho past week are now held at Kamloopa. 

While delayed by the flood on his way to 
Clinton, Premier Davio gave considerable 
attention to the distresa of the settlers, and 
arranged for tho sending of a steamer up the 
Eraser, which left this morning, to carry 
persons and effects to places of safety 
on the high lands. This vessel will ply 
until it is considered all danger is over, tho 
expense being borne by the Government. 
Mail matter accumulated at 'Vancouver was 
sent to Victoria by tbe Islander to-day, to 
be transferred by the Kingston to the 
Northern Pacific tor points east and south 
of Winnipeg. . 

The Plood at Westmlnsler. 

Westminster May 29. — (Special)— The 
Fraser river continues to rise, and opposite 
this city another six inches has been added 
to tho flood during the past 24 hours. Dur- 
ing last night the water inundated sections 
of the lower part of the city which had pre- 
viouely boen free from wator and many per- 
sons wero obliged to loavo their homes. 
Reports from along the lino of the C. P. R. 
are hard to obtain ; from tbo interior noth- 
ing can be learned, the wires being 
down at many points. Another bridge 
was swept out at Seabird bluff last 
night and still another has boon waahed 
away between that point and Yale. The 
bridging of Hatzic slough, where the dyke 
waa washed away, is proceeding slower 
than was expected, but as there is not 
likely to bo a train either in or out for five 
days, at least. The Mission bridge still 
stands, but its condition is ao dangerous that 
tho company will not send trains over it. 
The flood gates in the dyke at Biverside, 
opposite Mission, eave way this morning 
and the water is pouring through this gap 
and the break made in the dyke yesterday 
morning with tremendous velocity. Thero 
is no possibility of the damage being re- 
paired, and it will only bo a matter of a few 
hours until the inundation of the prairie 
roaches the level of the river. Thia prairie 
covers over 30.000 acres. 

Thia afternoon Westminster merchants 
began removing their goods Stored in ware- 
houses on wharves, the water being danger- 
ousty near the flooring. A dispatch from 
Mieaion at says the depth of water on 
Mataqui prairie has increased to six feet. 
. The steamer Gladys arrived down from 
up river points at 4 o'clock, iknd some par> 
ticulara of tho flood were obtained. At 
Chilliwaok landing tho water is over the 
banks, and stretobes inland nearly to 
Ccntrevillo village. If it rises another foot 
the village will In flooded. Only two 
patches of Nicouion laland aro out of water, 
and the aottlera aro living in the upper 
stories of their houses. The Gladys tried 
to save 200 head of cattle on the island, but 
could not, and they will bo lost. 

Vodder creek waa never so high before, 
and immense damage has bsen done along 
its banks. Atone place the stream has out 
away six acres of land. Tho lower part of 
Langloy is completely under water. At 
McDonald'a landing the water ia up to tho 
top of tho windowa of tho houses, which aro 
all doBcrted. In all parts of tho country 
along tho river bridges have been swept 
away, and tho desolation everywhere ia 
heartrending. It ia impoasible to estimato 
the damage yet, but it will be immense. A 
Yald dispatch says the weather is warm and 
the water likely to rise higher. 

^ Ballways Embarrassed, 

' SeattIiE, May 29 — From all reports from 
tbe outside the railroads are having a bard 
time of it with the floods.' Almost all 
ro^dsare having trouble,, the Lake Shore, 
however, and the ooal iroads. being free 
from any delays. The' Clreat Northeni 
shore line ia ^bnt off by the 'floods In the 
SkaBlt, and ,wili be for some days. Yes- 
terday the 'oompany arranged to operate ita 
trains from Seattle to Stan wood and from

They aur- 
rondored and got out and went to other 
places. Then the silver men had it all their 
own way for u while till acme mine owner 
thought of tho coal miners, and as a result 
a lot of coal miners woro imported to 
Cripple Creek from Trinidad and other 
ptacoi iu Southern Colorado and Now 
Mexico. The coal minera would work for 
leas than the silver minors, and that is tho 
key to the whole tight. The silver miners 
were notified that they muat accept coal 
miners' pay or lose their job, and thoy 
struck."

Floods la Sl.ini lujure the Kiee Crop 
—The Czar's Cooka Dis- 
missed. 



An English View of the IJuited States' 
Financial Difflcnlties— Wanted 
to Be Invisible. 



LoKDON, May 29.— A diepatoh to the 
Timea from Calcutta to-day Guys the wator 
ruabed onward like a (orty>foot wall, xweep- 
ing away eevoral villagea, among thom one 
of eighty housea. In the provinco of Kulu 
PuDji the river booiime dammed at Chark- 
appria by a landelide and formed an im- 
mense lake. The dam collapsed later, 
floodiug the country. In addition to the 
loss of 200 lives the JettingB has overflowed 
Its banks in Neh Caohar and inundated an 
area of hutidrede cf miles. Tho result has 
been a tremondoua loas of property and the 
loss of life is believed to be enormous. 
Whole vilUgis have been destroyed. The 
flood i« pronounced the most serious in many 
years. 

Otrfog to protrac*.ed floods the rloe crop 
of Siani, just beiog harvested, does not 
amonnt to more than 65 or 70 per o> n% of a 
crop, and the quality Is 90 per osnt. Tiiere 
is a fine opportunity for the introduotion 
into Siam of agriouUaruI implements and 
machinery suitable fof rice oalinre, as the 
natives, although well disposed toward labor 
saving machines, are, for want of better, 
using the most primitive oontrivanoos. 

Brazil has accepted the mediation of Eap;- 
land in her dispute with Portugal. 

It is reported that Emperor William has 
j-vited Hoar- Admiral Erbeii and Captain 
ilahan, of the U.S S. (Chicago, to visit Ger- 
many. 

Yellow fever, which has been epidemio at 
Kiu for the past six months, is now decreas- 
ing both in the number of oases and viru- 
lence. 

The commercial treaty with Russia has 
been submitted to the Austro-Hungarian 
Porliament. It extends the facilities of 
frontier trade. 

Tho German steamer Alvino Soyd, trading 
in tho China seas, has been wrectied on a 
barren ia'and. Several of the passengers 
and crew were saved, but a number are still 
missing. 

A diepatoh from Brussels ofTicially says 
Germony has protested to tho government of 
the independent Congo Free titate against 
the convention with Great Britain by which 
the latter obtained a strip of territory which 
eives uninterrupted communication between 
Cairo and Capetown, The German Govern- 
ment held th&t tho frontier limit agreed on 
between Germany and the Congo state in 
1S84 coukl not bo modified without the oon- 
Bont of Germany. 

The marriage of Princess Josephine of 
Flanders to Prince Charles of HohetizoUern- 
Sigmaringen took place yesterday at Brus- 
sels. The civil wedding was at 10 o'clock, 
and the religious ceremonies afterward in 
the private obapel of the royal palace. The 
wedding gifts were numerous and ooatly, 
inolading a msgnifioent tiara of diamonds 
and turquoises with broooh and bracelet to 
matob, from the King and Qaeen of Bel- 
gium. / 

Ibe correspondent of the Daily News at 
Berlin has sent to his paper some further 
details of the revolutionary plot discovered 
at St. Petersburg. Fifty boxes of dynamite 
and numerous bombs were discovered in the 
coal bunkers of a steamer. The residence 
of tho Baroness MarikofT was searched and 
a list of aristocratic lady Nihilists was 
found. A female medical student, who was 
one ot the suspects, was dragged from her 
bed by tho police and taken toward the 
police station. She escaped from her cap- 
tors, jumped into the Neva and was 
drowned. All the ohefa at the Imperial 
court bavo been dismissed, owing to 
the fears that they wou.d attempt to poison 
the food. 

The London Times in a leading article on 
the depletion of gold in the United Statca 
treasury, says : Xho Bymptoms are curious- 
ly like those of last year. Wo need not 
apprehend such a serious crisis, however, 
because business prices in the United States 
are already so lovr that they cannot be 
much lower. The drain of gold is a remind- 
er that the United States, in spite of its vast 
potential resources, is a relatively poor 
country, depending for floating capital on 
tho older European countries, Tho United 
States is iu the position of a pushing manu- 
facturer with a business continually develop- 
ing with money borrowed from his bankers. 
Thosewho finance him find it prudent to keep 
a watchful eye on any decline in his prosper- 
ity and still more on any signs of hia en- 
terins upon rash courses. The secret of tho 
continued paralysis is the uncertainty re- 
garding the future ot silver and the tatifif. 
It is certain that the worst act that congress 
is capable of passing, and it has considerable 
capacity in that direction, ooutd not harm 
AmerioKii irdustry (o much as the state of 
nncp' > V u>..t ihe country has been kept 
in e<u~j^ LUu 'DcinooratB passed into power. 
Xtiu descent of the United States from its 
high position of a Itw years ago in commerce 
and finance ehowa how sensitive a plant is

A recent trial at tho Welden pssizee, Ba- 
varia, revealed tho existence of u horrible 
superstition among the ignorant olasees of 
tho district. Joseph Sier had been told by 
a woman, who iiad the reputation of a 
witch, thut the oyo torn from tho dead body 
of a child on Good Friday, at mirinlRht, 
would enable him to make himself invisible 
at will. Sior wont to tho Houmadon ceme- 
tery at midnight and worked like mad 
opening graves until ho found the dead 
body of a little girl which had been buried 
but two fi >ys. Ho carried it in a coflin to a 
meadow, mok out the eye, and thou threw 
body and oofBn into a brook. Ttie discov- 
ery of the body caused immeoae excitement 
throughout the distriot. Sier was not sus- 
pected until a woman, in overhauling his 
house, found a child's shroud and pillow. 
Sier was sentenced to fourteen months im- 
prisonment with bard labor. 

The Constantinople press oorrsspondeute 
of several newspapers told this story last 
week regarding Emin Pasha : " Emilie 
Leldsohafc, the widow whom Emin made 
his first wife, was deserted by him in Con- 
stantinople In 1876. He took with him at 
thit time all her money and jawclry which 
represented a considerable fortune. He had 
previously sold the house and land in Con- 
Btantinople which hor first husband left het, 
and had appropriated tho proceeds to his 
own use. Ho wont to Africa and became 
famous as Emin Paalia, but years passed bo- 
foro his first wife discovered that Emin was 
identical with Edivnad Sohnilz'or whom she 
had married. By obtaining (jllicial aid from 
Germany, she was enabled to force from 
Emin a lump aum of lO.dOO marks. Fur- 
ther efTorts to make him restore her proper- 
ty wore vain. He even refused to answer

In connection with the Anplo Berlin 
agreement as to tlio sphero of irjllu^nue iu 
Central Africn, tho German toratfiu office, 
while acknowledging that the French have 
been tlioroughly outwitted, contend that 
they have been confident of tho Anglu- 
Bolgiau negotiatioiia almost from tho first, 
ond have found their tendency highly ad- 
vantageous to Germany. Tho agreement 
between London and Bruesels is recog- 
nized as another step in England's policy 
of creating a bufifer territory between 
French and English poBseeaions in Africa, 
keeping Fronce from access to the NilCj 
and securing to England unbroken connec- 
tion between Cape Colony and Egypt. Eng- 
land tried at first to obtain a German buller 
by ceding to German territory cost of the 
Shari river. The newspapers which assort 
that tho German government will probably 
support Franco in refusing to recognize tho 
Anglo-Belgian agreement are misinformed, 
Tho foreign ciSce intends to hold aloof from 
tho dispute, satisfied that tho now situation 
tends to lessen Germony's colonial difficul- 
ties with France. If France should propose 
a colonial conference of the powers inter- 
ested in Central Africa, the Berlin govern- 
ment before assenting, would undoubtedly 
oocBult with England and agree with her 
upon a common course of action. 

MDftDEBS IM JAPAN. 

Bloody Deeds of a Jealous Hnsband— Eight 
People His Victims. 

San Francisco, May 28 —Steamer City 
of Peking brings news of a revolting murder 
committed in the interior of Japan. A mur- 
derer ineide of a few hours killed eight 
people with a sword before he was arrested. 
Jealousy was the cause, and Qzaki lomebi- 
ohi was the murderer. About a year ago 
Aaakawa Yone, one of the victims, was in 
straitened circumstances and she went to 
live at Gen jiros' house. Her relations with 
the head ot the family become the gossip of 
tho village, and it finally reached the cars of 
Sooo, Geojiro's wife, causing a family quar- 
rel. Matters in the family gradually grow 
from bad to worse until the neighbors 
stopped in and tho difficulty was settled by 
Tomekiohi marrying Yono. The newly 
married couple did not get along well to- 
tjother, and about ten days before the mur- 
ders wore committed they separated and 
Yono went back to Genjiro's household. 

Jealouely rankled in tho breast of Tome- 
kichi and ho planned revenge. He visited 
Genjiro's house in an apparently good humor 
and induced Yono to go with him into the 
fiolda. They reached a pathway far from 
any habitation, when he suddenly halted 
and drew hia sword. When the woman's 
corpse WU3 found it hod been pierced in 
more than a hundred places by tho weapon. 
He then returned tho Genjiio's house and 
called out Sono. When they were a low 
yards front tho house ho suddenly seized her 
by the hair and pierced her through with 
his sword. He quietly entered tho house 
and almost decapitated tho third victim, a 
man whom ho mistook for Genjiro. 

Yaau, a little girl, waa sleeping in her 
bed, but the murderers vengeance was not 
yet complete, and the body of the infant 
was found mutilated beyond recognition. 
Then ofT he started for the house of Nara- 
kichi, nine miles away. Ho rapped at the 
door and Narakichi's wife Kiku, camo out 
with a lantern. She was killed by the as- 
aasin's sword. Narakichi awoke, but he 
scarcely reached the door before he fell back 
mortally wounded. Two children Maraza 
and Narajirr, awoke at the sound of tho 
unusual noise and attempted to escape, but 
the murderer caught them both and again 
the deadly sword did his hideous work. 
The murderer then returned to the seene of 
the first tragedy with the intention of kill- 
ing Genjiro, but beforo he could carry out 
his design he was arrested. Ibe murderer 
is -3 1 years of ago and under five feet in 
height,

TM£1 FLOODS. 

Latest information regarding the floods on 
the Mainland — on both aides of. the lino — 
are by no meana encouraging and 
would servo to ahow that tho worat 
has not yet been readied. Tho Fraser 
river is atitl rising ; moro bridges have been 
swept away and additional dyking works 
have been destroyed. The telegraph wires 
are down on every hand, and railway com- 
munication on the 0. P. B. and other 
roads is auapended on certain diviaions, 
The people of Westminster have become 
alarmed at the prospect, and in consequence 
are setting their houses in order in view of 
a possible inundation there. The prospects 
for the sufferers by the existing condition of 
things are most discouraging. They have 
becE swept out of houao and homo and ere 
many of them ultogothor without supplies. 
Unsuoceseful attempts have thus far been 
made to reaoh them, but no matter the diffi- 
onlty or the expense involved relief must be 
extended to them without delay. 



A DE Lie AT El SUB J EOT, 

The organ of the Opposition evidently 
finds it difEoult to deal with the question of 
appropriations even to its own aatisfaction, 
In finding fault with theGovernment'apolioy 
of progress and improvement, it steers eo 
dangerously near the policy of stagnation 
and obstruction that it finds itself continu- 
ally under the neoesaity of trimmiuR and 
hedging. Ou Monday it made the follow- 
ing admiaaions and qualificationa : 

"Nobody," it aays, "objects to 
appropriations being made for pub- 
lio works that promise to develop 
the resources of the province while 
they are likely to benefit the particular dis- 
trict in whioh they are located. Nobody 
objects to the people of any particular lo- 
cality asking tho Government for some im- 
provement whieh they think will benefit 
them ; nor is objection offered to' the Gov- 
ernment complying with such request when 
it la based on legitimate grounds." 

If our contemporary acted upon the doc- 
trine it hero lays down, it would at once 
and forever give up ita Oppoaibion to the 
Government. It would cease its senseleaa 
ory about " bribieg the people with their 
■n«;n money," and it wonid refuse to listen 
to the groundless complaints of chronic 
growlers and envious soreheads, who can see 
no good in any improvement from whioh 
they do not reap tho lion's share of tho pro- 
fib. There are, as our contemporary by this 
time very well knows, in almost every set- 
tlement, men who want to grab everything 
in the shape of public work that ia going, 
and when they are disappointed they 
run ofi" to the Opposition newspaper 
with a long and sometimes a plaus- 
ible story about the senselessnesB of 
the work they ~did not get, or the 
misorohle way in whioh it was done, or the 
favoritism shown by tho auperinteadent. 
W ino-toutha of these complaints, when they 
are examined, turn out to bo either very 
trivial or completely groundleas, and tho 
remaining tenth are of saoh a trifling nature 
that it would be utter nonsense to condemn 
a whole system ' on aooount of them.

If this 
is the ease with a reporter who honestly 
deairea to get at the oraot souse of a speak- 
er's remarks, how much moro likely is a 
person who is unfriendly to him and 
who' ia delighted to get an excueo to 
misrepresent what he heard and to give a 
distorted version of what was said. The 
Times says that Premier Divie at Dun- 
oan'a told the electors that if tho candidate 
whom ho then favored was not returned, 
" tho prosperity of tho district would 
cease."

MISLEADIXO. 



The following telegram in yesterday's 

issue, dated from Halifax, is calculated to 
leave an erroneous impression on tho minds 
of readers not acquainted with the mackerel 
fisheries of the Eist coast of the Dominion 
The telegram runs : " Excitement prevails 
here over thirty American schooners whioh 
are poaching on the mackerel grounds," As 
a matter of fact, there are no mackerel 
grounds oil' tho Nova Scotia coast. The 
mackerel visit that coast in " ahoala " 
"aohoola." These aboals are often of very 
conaiderabloextentand contain immensenum 
hereof fiah. Tbeiishermen follow the mackerel 
along the coast. When they keep out to 
sea all are free to oatcb them, Americans as 
well as British ; but when thoy come within 
three miles of the shore, the Yankees can 
not, acoordinc to tho law, follow them. But 
the temptation to follow the "acbool" is 
too great for the average American skipper 
if there Is not a Canadian orulaer In sight, 
He continues to fish when the mackerel get 
into British waters, and it is impossible to 
convince him that there is any harm in tho 
trospasB. What often aggravates tho offonoe 
in the eyes of the dwellers on tho coast of 
Nova Sootia and Prince Edward Island 
ia that the trespass is frequently com 
mitted on tho Sabl)ith Diy, whioh they 
observe strictly, no matter how good the 
fishing may bo. It is certainly most iggra 
vating to thorn to see, when thoy are on 
their way to church or chapel, a fleet of 
Yankee fishermen catohhig mackerel in their 
waters and as it were nnder their noses. 

TheofTenco of the thirty American achoon 
era was fishing " iuahoro " within the three 
mile limit, and probably on Sunday. It is 
in old offonoo. The "Yankee" fishermen 
who are as a matter of fact, principally 
Nova Sootians and Prince Edward Islanders, 
are inoorrigible. Notbing'except the fear 
of immediate capture can prevent their 
catching mackerel wherever they ate to be 
found. Thoy see nothing wrong in this kind 
of poaching. Tho wickedness, in their esti- 
mation, consists altogether in being seen by 
a Government vessel and caught.

It is clear that the representation by pop- 
ulation plank in the Union Hall platform is 
giving the Opposition a great deal of trouble 
The Newa-Advertiaor hundlea the subject in 
a gingerly manner and outi'lnus a sys 
tem which ia very far indeed from being on 
the Union Hall principle. The Advertiser 
does not say that the consent ot the party 
has been obtained to its division Of the con- 
stituencies.

As 
matters are, soma of tho Oppositionists aro 
certain to bo humbuggod by other Oppo- 
sitionists. It is possible that tho lenders 
have come to the conclusion to allow tho 
contest to proceed in the present go-as-you- 
please faehion, tlie men of each section de 
luding themaelves with tho belief that their 
particular platform ia tho platform of the 
whole party. Of oourso aomo of them are 
being sold, but os there is no chunoo of their 
being auoooBsful, tbo oohemors will not be 
found out, 



A OHEBRFUL OUTLOOK. 

The campaign la progreaslnjp; favorably on 
tho Island. A good deal of quiet work ia 
being done by the friends of the Govern- 
ment, and there ia every reason to believe 
that they will mako a clean swoop of tho 
laland of Vanoouver. Those who represent 
the OppoaltipQ'hera do not enjoy the confi- 
dence of those who have hitherto aupporbod 
tbo party.

Tho floods have put a complete atop to 
railway travel on the Mainland. The cou' 
sequence is a serioiis dlsarraogement of bnsl 
ness, and this Is Increased by a complete 
stoppage of the mails. Tho prospect seems 
to be that, if the Canadian Pacific ia to bo 
opc sole dependence, there will be no niaila 
from tho Elaat for aomo daya to oome. The 
news is that the two trans-continental linos 
are in pretty muoh the same condition aa tbo 
C.P.R., 80 that there is little or no chance 
of the Post Office Department availing itself 
of an alternative routo. Tho word now is 
that no mail nood bo expected until Friday. 
This ia not pleasant news. W^e have no 
doubt, however, that every exertion will be 
mado to forward the delayed mails at the 
earliest possible moment, 

■ A PROPOSED BXPBRIMBNT. 

The propoeal of the Hon, Mr. Mills to 

have a colony of fur seals In Hudson's Bay 
decs not appear to ua to bo UDroaaonablo, 
If tho auimula could bo acclimatized in tliat 
inland sea they would form an addition 
to the resources of the Dominion that is not 
by any means to be despised. It appears to 
us that the coldness of the watera of the 
Hudson's Bay Is the chief obstacle In the 
woy of such an experiment. Tho fur aeal 
Uvea for part of the year in water whioh is 
comparatively warm, Ir. gooa aouth when 
tho winter approaches and it does not return 
north until spring is pretty far advanced. 
In Hudson's Bay the water must be eold all 
the year round. Wo road of Ice being aeen 
in it as late as July and August, and the 
winter sets in early. We are very much 
afraid that the fur seal could not survive 
the rigors of a Hudaon'a Bay winter. The 
experiment, however, would not bo a very 
costly one and it might bo tried.

The fleet of Sound yachts that left here 
on Suuday morning at 10 o'clock hoiiieword 
bound had a f plendid ruu across, tho Soattle 
boats arriving there about 1 o'clock on Mon- 
day morning. Mr. Will Carson, tho well 
known yachtsman who was in Victoria for 
tho celebration, gives a glowing aooouct of 
the trip in the Seattle Telegroph, " A 
southerly wind had been blowing strongly 
all night, continuing fresh on Sunday morn- 
ing and causing a high sea to roll. The 
Doris was first out, followed by the Foam,

named. As the sun was shining brightly 
and both wind and sea gave indications of 
moderating, every stitch oi canvas that 
would draw waa set on all but the Foam, 
which carried only a rnaiusail, jib and atay- 
sail. The first out were the first to lose tho 
wind, thus bringing tho fleet close together 
as it opproaohnd Port Towneond. First tho 
Foam overhauled the Doris, then tho Kdna 
M. overtook the Doris and Foam, next the 
Foam again passed the Edna M. in a fitful 
breeze, only to be overtaken by tho Edna M, 
later on, when tho Kelpie camo running up 
with a brec/o standing woll toward shore. 
Just off Port Townsend harbor the Mor- 
gory drew up ond ran into tho Key City, 
while tho others kept on in ainglo file and 
following order : Edna M., Kelpio, Foam, 
Doris.

Grand Jury for Cou- 
sideratlon. 

Irving ami Sylvia Found Guilty of 
Horso StealifiR— Otlier Cases 
/ UispoHcd Of. 



Mr. JuBtioo Creaso preaided at the open- 
ing of the Spring assizes yesterday morniug 
at) 11 o'oloolc, tbq following named gentle- 
men being ohoaen as grand jarors : M. 
Bukor, G. Biahop, J. Burns, R. Erakine, T. 
S. Futoher, George Glover, Andrew Gray, 
Anton Henderson, J. B. Howlinga, Robert 
Jamieson, John Jones, John Kinaman, J. B. 
Lovell, R. llaynard, J. E. Phillips, S. T. 
Styles, H. Wftllar and W. Ridgway Wilson. 
The jurora ohoao Mr. J. B. Lovell as their 
foremun and were than duly sworn. 

His Lordship, in chargiug the jury, brief- 
ly outlined the oases appearing ou the calen- 
dar, in the following order : Reg. vs. Mo- 
Nalty, reoelving money under mIbb pret 
tenoes — ttiis oharge was, it was explained, 
praotloally one.of oomplioity in the robbery 
of tiie Bay Viev aalooa ; intimately ooo- 
nected with this case, was t bit of Reg. va, 
GUraore and Dutton. Reg, vs. Mitchell 
(inoeat) waa next preseatsd to the attention 
of the jury, the knowledge of relationnhip 
at the time of oommiesion being described 
as the eacenca of the ocime alleged. R-g 
va. Irvine and Sylvia, two lads charged wiin 
horse-stealing, was a case to which would 
apply the new Criminal Coda detihiciou 
ot stealing. Rec;. va. Smith, a case iuvulv- 
ing the removinf; of certuiQ landinarkfi, 
while not pochapa iu itoelf so serioub uh 
many others on the Hat, waa cj^lculatod to 
define in the public mind the law regardiuj^ 
interforonno with legally catubliahed land- 
marks Reg. va. Gaylar, Irving and Wal- 
ker, waa un indictment in whicti three boya 
were accused of, maliciniisly or otherwiae, 
setting firo to a barn. Reg. va. Waliola, 
charged a girl of Icelandic origin with con- 
cealing the birth of a child ; in such oasea 
the law recognized the desirability of re- 
moving any temptation which might be 
thrown in tho woy of such unfortunate 
mothers to deatroy the evidence of 
their wrongdoing. Keg. v. Whittall and 
Reg. v. Roid wore connected oaaes hinging 
upon the alleged obtaining of gooda by false 
pretincea on the part of the prisoner Whitt- 
all, Reid being an aooeeaory. The point 
would probably be raised as to what extent 
theatre tickets might bo considered gooda or 
property. The court was of tho opinion 
that they represeuted tho payment of money 
for a definite purpoau, and could properly bo 
oonsidered as property. Reg. v. Hailey waa 
a recent case of burglary, in which the pris- 
oner waa charged with iiaving entered the 
■ premisei of Mr George Morphy and ob- 
tained money and other valuables there- 
from. Reg. V, Redgrave oonoerned tho al- 
leged abootiog of a man by an officer in pri- 
vate quarrel, not in the exeeution of duty. 
Beg. V. Carruthers, the only murder case on 
the docket, had already been returned by a 
previoas jury and would not come before 
them, as all that waa now required was a 
petit jury trial. 

Reg. V. McNulty waa the firat case given 
to a petit jury Jumea King, tho first wit- 
ness called, stated that ho waa tho owner cf 
the Bay View saloon. He was there on the 
evening of the 22od April, and when he left 
the place was in good condition, all the 
doors and windows being oloeed and bolted. 
When he oamo down in tho morning the 
window waa broken acd tho bar off the door. 
He had missed some atcck, conaiating ol 
liquors and cigars, nnd recognized and iden- 
tified by some marka on the side a bottle 
of whiskey produced in court. Officer Palmer 
stated that ho had arroated the prisoner, and 
had found him in bod at tho time in a 
drunken condition. When arrested, the 
prisoner had stated that he had done time 
for others before, and could do it again. 
Officer Mouott confirmed the statements of 
the previous witness, and OflBoer Garter 
told how ho had met the prisoner and two 
other men on tho corner of Government and 
Yatea atreets. They were drunk at the 
time, and he had told them to move on ; 
they had run down Government street, 
one of them dropping a bottle on the aide- 
walk where it had smashed. 

MoNnlty made a statement in bis own 
behalf ana the case went to the jury, who 
rendered a verdiet of " not guilty." 

Gilmore and Dutton, obarfied with having 
a hand in the same a£Fair, were then brought 
for trial and much the same t;round gone 
over, with the resolt of a verdict of " guilty 
OB charged." 

S'.ho t,\o lads Irving and Sylvia, charged 
with atealing a horeo, wore tho acouaed in 
tho next ciee called. J. Matta abated that 
he had two horsea in a pasture over on the 
Indian reserve on the 27th of January laal 
and had miased ihcni in tho evening One 
of the horoee waa found afterwarda in such 
a condition that it had to bo killed. 
Thomaa James told of seeing the boys 
out ut Saanich on tho day mentioned. 
He asked them where they got the 
horses, and they stated that they had bor- 
rowed them from a atabla, After thia they 
had said they took them from the roeerve, 
but that they belonged to the uncle of one 
of tho boys. Sergeant Sawfon arrested 
Sylvia, at which time the boy had aaid, 
" Well, I suppose yoo want me for that 
affair of the horses." The jury brought ir 
a verdict of ** guilty, with a strong recom 
mendatlon to the meroy of the oonrt." 

The grand jury found no bill in the oase 
of Beg. vs. Waliela, and true bills in the 
other oasea ex(»pt those of Redgrave, Whit- 
tall, Reid and Hailey, which were being 
considered when the court adjourned, and 
ytin be taken up at 10 o'clock ibis morning.

to tho wholo world. 

" Wo pray that tho beat bleaainga of 
Almighty God may bo vouchsafed to Your 
Honor and Mra. Dowdney iu tho diacharge 
of the important funotioua to which you 
have been called ; and that your term of re- 
aidenoe in Government Houso may bo one 
of unalloyed happiness to yourselves, and of 
uninterrupted prosperity to our 'glorious 
Province.'

Corporation of the City of Victoria, ac- 
cording to the last revised assessment roll

And whereas It %vlll rcfpilre an annual 
rate ot 3U-l«Jtlis ot one mill In tlie dollar 
for paying such new debt and Interest; 

And whereas this by-law may not ho al- 
tered or repealed except with the consent 
of the lileutenant-Governur-In-CouncU.

Tliis, amoii!,' other thinps, is told uh 
of till' liniiiiu' uf ono of llio most syin- 
patlu'tic (^f tho interesting group of cur- 
rout femiiiiuo novels. lu reading it tho 
thought suggests itself: "Was it these 
oeoTipations that brought ou tho illuoss, 
or vras uot rather tho reverse the case? 
May not Bernardino havo been ill in the 
first plaee, suffering from Romo kind 
of mural i-urvaturo or nervous derange- 
niont, and her newspaper, socialistic 
aud political agitations the symptomB — 
perhaps tho solace — of tho malady 'which 
ve are sn)>po6ed to infer they brought 
ou?" 

But if this kind of moderuity in wom- 
ou bo a malady then it is epidemic. It 
is in the air. Wo encouutor it in novels, 

in iiewsiir.pprs, in essays, in plays, on 
tho h ctiir(^ platform — everywhere, I was 
about to .'■ay, except in our individuiil 
•walks of real lifa lu actual, everyday 
life, it must bo admitted, tho ^vonlan 
emancipator aud the emancipated M'om- 
mi arc still not so uumerons but that 
their appearance attracts decided atten- 
tion, a!id the rare, as a whole, goes ou as 
if nothing special had happened. But 
thou it is as good as au axiom that the 
"types" who entertain us in fiction 
■would be in reality very uncomfortable 
persons to live with. 

Plappily tho most startling of those 
re vol tees appear in uovols with a pur- 
pose or message. Thoso uovols may be 
regarded as tlio modern substitute for 
fairy talcs, and tlio fair fominino litcr- 
uiy anarcli:;;ts who write them fiUTiish 
in their own personalities behind tho 
pages of their books some of tho most 
interesting "Ininian documents" in tho 
•celebrated aiso of Her versus Him. 

First came tho intense author of "Tho 
Story of au African Farm," whoso gen- 
ius represr'nted for us woman choosing 
between lUV 's gifts — lovo and freedom. 
Tho woman hesitates long and fiually 
-chooses freedom, -whereupon Life says, 
"Thou hnstwoll chosen," and promises 
to come hack to her anon mth both 
gifts in riiie hand. Alas, tho allegory 
ends at tlie promise I 

Then 2\Ionii Caird in propounding her 
famous query, "Is JIarriage a Failure?" 
together with some very bold specula- 
tions on rlie subject, l)roko tho gi'ouud 
for tliose really i^xtraurdinary books, 
"Ideala, " "The Heavenly Twins" and 
"Our Mai'.ifold Nature," in which 
Sarah Grand strikes for what is called 
an equal standard of morality for both 
sexes on grounds far moro advanced 
than George Sand or Georgo Eliot ever 
dreamed of occupying theoretically. 

Tho same note is taken up in "A Su- 
perfluous Woman, " the author of ■which 
finds the social whirl simply "a circle of 
the damned." S(3 far as sho can observe, 
uot (jue, even of the young girls, "car- 
ries lier fe.jures unconsciously." Tho 
iron has < utered int(j their souls. Of 
course ot:r strenuous autlior has hor ox- 
cpptions 111 allow, and, equally of course, 
these exe. ;iiii>ns are in favor of tli(> rare 
emancipate!!. "1 iiave nothing to say, 
for insti'.iice, of tho emancipated woman 
of the Wei! do middle cl:i.i.T beyond 
a friendly grip of tho hands, such as ono 
bestows on an equal. Neither have I to 
do just now with tho multitude of wom- 
an toilf-rsiif the masses. I am occupied 
simply will; rho uneinancipated daugli- 
tor of the aristocracy. ' ' When the actual 
uuemancipated daughter of tho aristoc- 
racy spt-aks for herself, as we shall koo 
presently, her demands are far moro 
reas.onahio anil inoili st thantlioso of her 
literary advocates, and tlioro is no trace 
of hysteria in her well bred, gently motl- 
ulated voice. 

Mrs. Huniphi-j- Vvard's new heroine, 
ilareella, is not a liit behind tho times, 
but being young and pretty as well as 
clever her revolt talccs a generous altru- 
istic form. Sho goes in for socialism 
aud is nobly impartial in hor ardor for 
emancipation and amelioration, irre- 
spective of sex. Sooner or later, of 
course, her fad must cross tho pathway 
of her love, and when it does there is 
trouble — iu fact, a portentous row. 
Love, however, triumphs in tho end, for, 
after all, Marcella is "but yet a wom- 
an, " impulsive, unemaueipated and — 
happ.v. 

Who placed these terrible edged tools 
in the gentle but bungling hands of 
•woman? Who taught her to make tho 
hereditary transmission of disease, for 
instanci — as in Sarali Grand's case — a 
motive of lietion and to fill iu with 
franlc discussion of certain details of 
uiodeni social adjuslme.nt whicli, al- 
thougli possibly matters of commou talk 
in club ciifes and smoking rooms, ore 
certainly by common consent tabooed in 
drawing rooms and tho homo circle? 
Who? Why, Tolstoi, of course, in "Auuti 
Kareniua" and the "Kreutzor Sonata," 
and Ibson, espeoially Ibsen. But at 
-worst these men are masters of their 
jirt as well as deadly earnest in their 



teaching. Ibsen's dramatib instipot dom- 
inates hia didactic purpose. But the 
feminine followers of theso masters — 
■what a sinister sijectaclel Their literary 
art Is uncertain, they ore away oS their 
native ground of tenderness and senti- 
ment, their logio is unstable, and they 
lire swayed by every partiality and prej- 
udice. It ia quite bloodcurdling to see 
tho insouciant way In v/hioh they jug- 
gle tho awftil mysteries of life and 
death. 

The above disqualifications, however, 
of tho self torturing fominino sophist 
uro insignififumC iu comparison with her 
nerves. Your real literary shrew is al- 
ways II iirepostoronsly nervous creature; 
hence the forbidding classification of her 
product as the "neurotic school. " Fail- 
ing to comprehend why personally she 
frightens or repels rather than wins, as 
normal women do, she straiglitway sets 
up .as a feinnie iiieompriso and vililies the 
brtit:il sex, who have long since repealed 
tho law meting out coudigu puuishment 
to commou scolds. Of course sho overdoes 
tho thing so exce.ssively that we end by 
taking sides with tho male wrotch who 
is being mauled and battered out of all 
Homblanco of a man. 

This has been aptly illustrated of late 
in that much discussed play, "Margaret 
Fleming," a play un(inestionably iu- 
siiii'ed, if Jiot mainlj' \\Titten, by the 
giftei.1 wonum who iierforms tlio title 
role, notwithstanding rlio fact that her 
husband's popular name is put forth as 
author. Tho story is simply that of au 
erring husband, from whom the wife, 
when confronted with his guilt and 
penitence, exacts pk'dges of reparation 
and future good behavior and then 
tranquilly informs him that all save a 
mere phantom of platonic friendship is 
over botwcou them forever. The \vife 
tliroughout !ho affair, up to this heiirt- 
less denouement, is an angel of light, 
whilu tho Iniilianil, a mere frail man, 
compact of commonest clay, so plainly 
has "no ghost of a show" beside tho 
paragon of womaidiood whoni ho has 
married that tho sympathy of the audi- 
ence is with hiiu from tho start. What 
a caricature of verity! And how delight- 
fully feminine this treatment of the 
"problem 1" 

In the lively novel entitled "Dodo" 
wo have the "^vild woman" of modern 
society portrayed by a nnm, iuid portray- 
ed to tlio lifts as overyljody acquainted 
with the original of this character iu 
London is bound to admit. Hero is a 
oharacteristio anecdote of her Mdiich 
does not appear iu Mr. Benson's book: 
Ono lino morning this young person was 
disporting herself on tho box seat with 
a very swagger coaching party and 
wore a jjarticularly smart and glove flt- 
ing topooiit. Tho M'oather being warm, 
hor companions asked her why sho kept 
so tightly wrapped. Dodo's patience 
soon gave way at their rallying, and 
sho suddenly (lung tho coat wide oi)ou, 
disclosing the fact that — well, sho ex- 
claimed: "That's why, if you must 
know. I've been getting fat, and my 
coat wouldn't button over a corsage, so 
I had to leave ofl' ono or tho othoi'. I 
kept on the coat, that's all. " Dodo may 
not be an altogether prepossessing crea- 
ture, but at least tho author has taken 
hor as sho is and no*' 'li^torted her for 
a purpose. 

Now as to tho real iuid general move- 
ment toward a broader liberty and high- 
er status for womankind, which iu Eng- 
land has been rather formidably desig- 
na;ted as "tho revolt of the daughters. ' ' 
This is a genuine movement, tu'ising 
naturally out of tho present period of 
preparation for an ideal "woman's age" 
— that is to say, a time when woman, 
graduated from the prostrictions of a 
jiuroly domestic life, shall make her 
thought and sentiment, her whole dis- 
ttncti'.'o fominino nature, a dii'ect and 
important iuilueuco in shaping into or- 
der tho vast complex world of society. 
The demands of tho daughters do not 
appear to bo excessively radical in them- 
selves, liowever much they may shock 
the consei-vativo British mtitron. Ac- 
cording to Jliss Alys Pearsall Smith, 
who has spoken very sensibly and clear- 
ly for Iter sisters in this category, the 
girls want, in case thoy are ambitious 
for IV college career, the same encour- 
agcmont from ■ the family that their 
brothers get under similar circum- 
stances. Aud since in the matter of 
maniage they havo an apknowledgcd 
right to arrange their o^wn lives, why 
not let fliem likewise arrange their lives 
when they do not nutrry? Self s.at;rifico. 
Miss Snnth di'clari's, may ho caiTied to 
the ])oint of perversion in encouraging 
selfishness in others. Blessed are they 
that ask little, fnr t hey shall get noth- 
ing, whereas "the girls who insist 
upon an opjiort unit_v for self develop- 
ment and I raining at perhaps tlio cost to 
their parents of soiuo pa.ssing pleasm^o 
will iu tho end bring far more interest 
and satisfaction into their livos than the 
one who has wasted hor days of devel- 
./i.i.i. r.t in sacrificing all her higliest 
powers to the ])etty occupations and 
amiabilities demanded from her, oftou 
so untliinkingly, by the homo oirolo." 
In short, the grownup girl of tho period 
wants to bo tnnited as a responsible hu- 
num adult who has outgrown chaper- 
ons, and who is capable of being trusted 
■with liberty and a latchkey aud an op- 
portunity in life. 

It is in such tone that tho revolted 
daughters of wiiiuen spetdc for tliom- 
Belves, and, it must bo admitted, with 
much better chanco of being listened to 
than tho Cassandras who must lectiae 
aud "discuss" or die. 

Their "disoussion" of these matters 
is like that of tho decollete question. 
Tlio average nonnal woman, not to spe.ak 
of tho ono who is fortunate enough to bo 
exceptionally gifted iu the matter of 
material ohorms, simply dresses low 
necked ou tho proper prescribed occa- 
sions as a right and privilege — ono 
might almost say a duty. Tho only per- 
sons who feel called upon to criticise 
or dispute the matter are those in whom 
the propriety of weaving dresses closed 
to tho throat is but too obvious.

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHERKA8, in ancordanoe •with the provl- 
siona of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acts thoroio, tho Counc l Is empowered to 
make, allor and repeal b)-lawa inter alia to 
liconso, regulate and govorn hawkers and ped- 
dlers in such manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho Clly of Victoria onaclB aa fol- 
lows 

1. The Hawkers and Poddlors Numbering 
By-law, 1893 (No. VO), 1h hereby ropoalud. and 
tho following by-law aubstiluted thorefor : 

2. Kvory Hawker or Poddlor hawking or 
peddling within the limits of the City ot Vic. 
toria shall pay a licensefee of $20 for every six 
months, as provided by the Revenue By-law, 
1893. 

3. Every Ilawkor or Prddlor licensed under 
tho Revenue By.law, 18U3, shall at thu time of 
thoissuoof hi;i hrenao receive from tho Col- 
lector a pl.ito bearinK n number, which aluill 
bo affixed on a prominent place on the outBide 
of hia watjon, cart or other vehicle or basket, 
or othor receptacle fjr carrying or convoylnK 
his goodi, wares or tnerofiandiso, and said 
plate shall remain thoreoo during tho period 
for ■which tho license is granted, or in caao 
more than one baaket or other n ceptaulo Is 
carried by tho Heensep, then tho plate aliall be 
attached to one of such ba8k<>ts or other re. 
ceptaoles, and suoh plate shall be returoed to 
the Colloe or at the expiration of tho term of 
the llconao, and may bo roissuod by him . 

1. Any person convicted of a breach of this 
bylaw shall lorfeic aiii pay at th'3 diaorotion 
of tho oonviotipg magistrate a penalty not ex- 
ceeding the sura of tttly dollars for each oli'once 
exclusive of oosts, and in default of payment 
ot the said penalty and costs forthwith tho

A BY-LAW 

To amend the Health By Law, 1893. 

Tho Municipal Council ot the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria enacts as toUows ; 

1. Section 10 of tho Heallli By law, 189.3, is 
hereby repealed and tho followiog section is 
hereby unacted in Bubstitutlon therefor: 

"10 : Whenever the Jledloal Health Officer 
boUovea or suapects tlmt any perfon within, or 
arriving, or couiiug within tho U nits of the 
JIunlcipallty ot tho City ot Victoria, is, or has 
lately been exposed to infection, or that hia or 
her clothing, or other etrocts contain, or havp 
been exposed to, infection, or has, or have como 
from abroi'.d or aomo other place in wbich any 
coiit'Jgious or infoelloua disoaeo la, or he has 
reason to believe Is endemic or opldomlo, the 
said Medical Health Officer may cause any 
auch person, hia or hor clotbiDK and effects to 
bo removed to a separate horse or otherwise 
Isolate him or her, and may stop, detain and 
examine any such person, his or her clothing 
and other eirects until, in the opinion of the 
Kediciil Heftlth Olllcer, tho period of incuba- 
tion of tlie said contagious or intcotious dis- 
ease thall have bui^n completed, and tho aaid 
Medical lloallhOnicor may diaiutcet or cause 
to bo dLslufecled. at such place and in auch 
manner ns ho may consider moat convenient 
and benellc al to the preservation ot public 
healtli.any auch person, hia or her clothing and 
ell'octa."

of tho StiUaguamiah river and Burlington 
is about a mile t-nd a half noi-th of tho 
Skagit river, so that there ia quite a strip of 
country between those two points to be 
ovcrooino by boat, with bub this exception 
tho shore line road will be running to day 
over ica whole length. Tho trains will run 
regularly, as above stated, until the road is 
in position to operate clear through from 
Seattle. Uaconiirmcd reports from the 
Seattle & Northern, Anaoortesto Hamilton, 
are to the effect that tho road ia well 
under water, and it will ho several days be- 
fore tho road will bo fully in operation. 
Tho reports brought by steamer regarding 
tho condition of tho Great Northern bridge 
across tho Skagit are more serious than 
those brought down Sunday. Parts of tho 
bridge had shifted and settled to the extent 
of five or aix inches, but the damage may 
have been overestimated. The Northern 
Prtoifio ia having trouble on the Columbia 
river and on the small stretch of tho road 
along tho Williamette from Portland to the 
Columbia. East of the mountains the oom- 

Eany had a email bridge washed out on the 
ranch line between Pasco and Hunts, but 
this will in no way offset the schedule of 
trains on the main lino. The main 
lino of the Great Northern ia blocked 
by the flooda £aac of the Cascades 
Aiid no trains are ooming in or going out 
Reporta from the Skligit river country are 
ivB discouraging as ever. The Bteamor Clan 
McDonald reports a remarkable condition of 
tbings along ino river, with a very diaoour- 
ttging outlook for farmers. The ateamer did 
nor. Ko above M (. Vemon beoauao of tho 
(•anger of breakinft the dykea from the 
tfceunier'd awella and thus Inundating more 
of the farnilnR Itinds. There ia no estimat- 
iog the v»at amouob of damage that has al 
reddy reaulted and m»y yel reanlt before the 
watura are again within their natural 
bounda. Along the lower portions of the 
river the waters are simply extended into a 
regular aea. There is ona place a stretch 
of sixteen milea where the watera have oov- 
ored ovorything. Almout the entire atretoh 
ih lino farm landa covered by growing crops, 
all (if ^-hioh are probably ruined. There 
aro three or four mouths to the river, which 
affords ample outlet for the waters, but 
the land genorolly lying low, it ia easily 
overll iwed. Above Mount Vernon the con 
dition of afTaioa is equally as bjd, and it 
was reported at Mount Vernon that the 
.'>oattlo ife Northern was knocked out by tho 
floods, and tho only way of reaching Ham 
ilton would be by ateamer from Seattle to 
Mount Vernon and by river steamer fron) 
there on. The small steamer Indiana is 
plying bstween Mount Vernon and Hamil 
ton, and trantfera can be mode at tho 
former plaoa with the Seattle boats. There 
is still a vast amount of drift in the river, 
and this ia very dangerous to navigation 
At Conway, on tho lower part of the river 
8( varal familiea had moved into the Great 
Northern depot for safety, and had driven 
their stock to tho foothills for protection. 
The river ia atill rising. 

In tbe SkMlt Valley. 

Mount Vernon, (Wn ), May 28.— People 
are beginning to hope that tho high watera 
of this seotion of the country will soon be- 
gin to Huhside. The watera havo been 
ateadily rising for tho past three days and 
many who thought thtmaelves above high 
water have been compelled to flee to tbe 
hills to save thoir Uvea So far as has been 
heard the flood is nineteen inchea higher 
than ever bt;fore known. The water has 
been on a standalill for severp.l hours and ot 
a late hour to night it was fallini?. The 
highefo point registered was 23 feet and 4 
i.^ohe8 above low water mark. Hundreds of 
men havo been working day and night try- 
ing to stop breaks in tho dykes. In many 
instancea they would work for hours and 
have a two or three hundred break about 
oloeed, when it would go out again and 
frequently carry as much of tho old dyke 
with it. Reporta have been coming from 
different sections that aomo families were 
entirely without food and in destitute cir- 
cumatanoea. Relief parties have- been sent 
out to thoae in nocd. No estimate can be 
made of the damage that will be done. The 
whole Skagit valley will be paralyzed. The 
farmers have been working bard this spring 
and had got their oropa all in and were 
congratulating themaelves on their prospect 
for a fine crop this seaBOn, but now the 
crops are destroyed and it ia too late to 
put in another crop thia year. Hundreds 
of families who were merely living daring 
these hard times had garden vegetables com- 
ing in use but will now be dcatituto. Near- 
ly all sheep and hogs thit were not near the 
foothills were drowned. Men wero found 
sitting upon roofs of houaea, and in several 
instances a whole family and tho ctiickei^a, 
dogs and oats wore on the roof and the 
water was up nearly to the eaves of tho 
houses. Houses on tho high lands wero 
crowded, os high as 3o and 40 psreons be- 
ing in a email bouse. 

Portland laaudaled. 

Portland, Or., May 28 —The Willamette 
river at this point rose one foot laat night. 
Front street ia flooded from Waahlogton to 
Pine street, a diatanoe of five blocks. The 

firat floors of wholesale houaea in the district 
are covered to a depth of aix inches. A fur- 
ther rise of six inches will bring tho water 
to Firat street and a foot rise will bring it 
up to tho record mark of Juno, 187(i Con- 
trary to predictions and oxpeotaiioua gener- 
ally, tho rivet at this point continuoa to riao 
nearly one foot every 24 hours. Tho weather 
here for several days has been much cooler, 
and it was confidently expected that 
cooler weather would prevail in East 
em Oregon, prevent the ropid molting 
of anow and retard tho rise in tho Colum 
bia until some of the present high water 
could run off. Warm weather, however, 
still continues in the cuatorn part of the 
Btate, and from water now on the way Port- 
land can expect at least two feet moro. Tho 
river here is now 25 9 10 feet above low 
water. It is woll ovor Front atreet, and 
running up to First street. SInoe Sunday 
morning tho Columbia river has raised 
feet at The Dalles, It ia now 48 feet above 
low woter at that point.

Dennia and Brad 
ley's addition, tho finest residence portion 
of the city, is nearly all under water, and 
tho rosidents are moving out. One build- 
ing with itfl contents wont down the stream, 
and at 11 o'clock the Mission street biidgo 
went out, Tho dam at the falls is in mo 
montary danger of giving out, which would 
leave tho oity in durkneaa. Several mills 
and factories along the river banks are 
flooded and in danger of being washed out 
Tho lUt f;f Peaceful Valley is covered with 
water and residonta have movred to places 
of safety. It is reported that tho dam at 
Post Falls, twenty milea above here, bus 
gone out this evening, in v,'hioh event the 
damage to property here will bo very great. 
The city is in a stato of great excitement. 
At Bonner'a Ferry, laaho, tho Pond 
d'Oreillo has overflowed tho banks and tho 
town is ten feot under water. The inhabit- 
ants havo moved to tho mountains. 

Tho water in the CVeur d'Alene country is 
still rising, and at some points tho St. Joe 
and St. Mary rivers ore ton inilos wide. 
Fort Sherman, on Cceur d'Alene lake, ia 
under five feet of water and tho government 
buildings ore in danger of floatirg away. 
Sixty thousand dollars ia o conservative oa- 
limato of tho damage resulting in this sec- 
tion of country already, and tho flood is not 
yet at its highest mark. 

A Tcnii>nrar3' Expedient. 
Tacoma, May 28. — A temporary^ track 
Wia built around the washed out portion of 
tho Northern Pacifio track at Topponish to- 
d.iy, and the overland train arrived a few 
hours late to-night. All the mountain streams 
are reported falling. The Yakima river baa 
overflowed its banks in many plaoea, wash- 
ing out several turnpike bridgea.

Fort Wavke, Ind,, May 29, — Thia 
morning miners allowed a train of thirteen 
cars of coal at Lyford to proceed to 
Chicago. Thov preferred thia courso to a 
conflioc with United States authoritioa. 

Colorado SriiiNos, Col., May 29 —The 
attempt to arrange a conference between 
tho minora and owners has failed, tho 
owners considering Proaident Calderwood 
of tho miners demanded too many pre- 
liminary eoncsfisiona on tho part of tho 
owners. Tho situation ia as bud bb over. 
Both aides are determined to win, and both 
have large bodiea of armed men ready to

Bnmll Cnlifornln Orange Crop. 

San FraiSCisco, May 29. — The orange 
crop of California this year is much below 
what was expected ac the opening of tho 
season owing to the spurt of frosty weather 
two months ago. Not only was tho crop of 
Oranges in Southern California light but the 
prices realised wero discouragingly low.
